ERLIN, Oct. 24.—({Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] All Berlin stood aghast to- 
day when it was announced that

‘nection with which some of the most 
august names in Germany have been 
dragged in the mud. 

The capital was little less astonished 
also to hear that the name of the great 
Prince Bismarck is also to be men- 
tioned in connection with the secret 
erimes accrediteg to members of nobil- 
ity, it being the intention to quote in 
evidence words of,censure which he 
once uttered excesses in cer- 
tain court circles. 

It is declared on all sides that it 
would be out of question for a scion 
of the haughty house of Hohensollern 
to become mixed up publicly in such 
a disgraceful affair. 

Some assert that the citing of the 
Kaiser will mean the summary 
ing of the proceedings, and the punish- 


er way by the Emperor himself. 

The hearing of the case of Count 
Kuno Von Moltke, former Military 
Govenor of Berlin, against Maximilin 
Harden, editor of Die Zukunft, for de- 
famation of character, is growing more 
and more sensational every day. 

In the course of today’s proceedings, 
Dr. Von Gordon, counsel for the plain- 
tiff, declared he would call Emperor 
William to prove that Count Von 
Moltke has never used his official posi- 
tion o promote political ends. 

Herr Bernstein, counsel for Harden, 
agreed to this proposal. 
MAKES BROAD CHARGE. 
Herr Bernstein then charged that the 
court clique, of which Von Moltke was 
a member, was guilty of infamous se- 

cret crimes. q 

If Von Moltke is innocent, he said, 
no one else is, and this would seem 
ineredible. 

Harden. proposes to call the head 
of the police department, dealing with 
this aspect to the public morals, to 
testify as to what he knows regarding 
Prince Philip Zu Bulenberg, the for- 
mer German Ambassador to Vienna, 
and Lieut.-Gen. Count William Von

WILL BE PLEA. 


MRS. BRADLEY’S LAWYER STATES. 
WHAT DEFENSE WILL BE. 


Former Judge Powers, Chief Coun- 
se! for Woman to Be Tried for 
Murder of Utah Senator at Wash- 
ington, Says He Has Sensations 
Store for Trial.

SALT LAKE. Oct. %4.—[Exclusive 
Digpatch.] “In her defense, Mrs. Brad- 
ley will not plead emotional insanity 
or anything akin to it, nor will we 
urge anything akin to the unwritten 
law, as was done in the Thaw case. 
We will advance the plea that the 
woman was insane, not emotionally. so, 
but simply insane.” 

Thus spoke former Judge O. W. 
Powers, chief counsel for Mrs. Annie 
M. Bradley. He will leave Friday for 
Washington, where Mrs. Bradley will 
be placed on trial November 11 for 
the murder of Arthur Brown, a former 
United States Senator from Utah. 

“We have another: line of defense, 
which I cannot divulge now, but which 
will cause a sensation when it is 
made known,” continued the lawyer. 

While he would not say so, it is 
believed this “line of defense” has to 
do with the conversation between Mrs. 
Bradley and her victim in the latter's 
room in the Raleigh Hotel, Washing- 
ton, just before the shooting. 

Brown and Mrs. Bradley, it is al- 
leged, lived together three years, and 
two children were born. After Mrs. 
Bradiey secured a divorce on the plea 
that her husband was an inebriate, 
she tried to force Brown to marry her, 

t he spurned her. She foliowed him 
to Washington, where he had gone 
to escape her, and killed him. 

Most of the witnesses of the de- 
fense are residents of Salt Lake City, 
who knew of the relations between the 
two long before the tragedy. At one 
time Brown and Mrs. Bradley were 
arrested for unlawful cohabitation.

NDREDS 
TAKEN FROM RUINS. 


OME, Oct. 24.—At 6 o'clock this 
R evening about 200 bodies were taken 

from the earthquake ruins in Cala- 
bria. It is now estimated that the 
deaths will surpass 500, but it is im- 
possible to get accurate information on 
this subject, as many villages are still 
cut off by the floods, and the destruc- 
tion of roads and telegraph lines, and 
no word from them can be had. 

The shocks continue, but they are 
slight. The people are still in a con- 
dition of apprehension, which is in- 
creased by each tremor. In spite of 
the torrential rains that is falling, they 
absolutely fefuse to remain under any 
cover. They have made their beds in 
the open. Mattresses have been spread 
about the squares and the fields sur- 
rounding the stricken villages, and the 
people are covering themselves and 
their children as best they may. 

RELICS CALM POPULACE. 

Many thousands wil pass the night 
in this manner. The only buildings 
that the frightened people will consent 
te use are the churches, and even there 
they will not stay long. Sacred relics 
na ve been expoesd in the Cathedral of 
Catanzaro, and this served in a meas- 
ure to calm the populace.

of today's development in the 
financial world, there is every in- 
dication that the crisis in the bank- 
ing and trust situation has been safe-

The Trust Company of America, all 
through the day, during banking 
hours, paid out money to depositors 
as rapidly as possible, and closed the 
day with all demands having been met. 
The company received over its count- 
ers in the morning hours, in ordinary 
dc posits, more than $1,000,000, 

The day was marked by these note- 
worthy episodes: First, and earliest 
in the day, came the announcement of 
trouble in three minor State banks In 
Harlem, the Hamilton Bank, the 
Twelfth Ward Bank and the Empire 
City Savings Bank. These banks 
transacted only a neighborhood busi- 
ness, and their suspension of payment 
was absolutely withont ‘significance as 
bearing on the general situation. The 
bank examiner, Judson, declared this 
afternoon that all three were solvent, 
and that their depositors would lowe 
nothing. 

The second episode was a run begun 
upon the Lincoln Trust Company. At 


metals announced they were fully 
able to meet all obligations. 

By far the most notadle, even dra- 
matic, episode of the day was tle emp- 
tying of money into the Stock Ex- 
change, through a pool headed by J. 
P. Morgan and other financiers, in or-

At the time the excitement was at 
its highest, the announcement was 
made that a pool had been formed, 
with J. P. Morgan at its head, to 
come to the rescue of the brokers, fur

today choked off the financial crisis 
that settled upon Wall street Monday 
morning. They turned a stream of 
gold upon the smoldering embers of 
lost confidence and, although they used 
$125,000,000, they had the situation well 
in hand tonight, they said. Of the 
huge sum used. it is declared that Mr. 
Rockefeller furnished $60,000,000, Mr. 
Morgan and his associates $30,000,000 
and the United States government 838. 
000,000. 

The day was one of anxiety, but re- 
ports from all sections of the country 
show that the general situation is 
greatly improved since yesterday. The 
only untoward developments of the 
day were: :

few years. The question that con- 
fronts off men is not the production 
of oil, for there is evidently no limit 
to California's resources, but whether 
or not they will ever be able to catch 
up with the demand, whose increase 
has been the result of conditions that 
are not transient but which will in- 
crease with time and probably faster 
than the oil producers will be able to 
increase their output, strenuous as 
they are working 
Another — will probably confront 
California in the future. Will it have 
to meet the demand up till the present 
supplied by the Eastern flelds? It may 
be safe to say that the increase in the 
consumption of oil is not confined to 
the Pacific Coast but extends in pro- 
portion to the East. The output of the 
eastern fields are decreasing, though 
they probably never give out, and will 
soon be unahle to meet an incraséd 
demand unasisted. 
The runs from the fields of all the 
Eastern States amountéd in Septem- 
ber to 2,613,953 barrels against a ship- 
ment of 5,744,710 barrels. This shows 
a tremendous drain on the reserve, 
which large as it might be, is bound 
sooner or later to give out, under the 
demand upon it.

NOMALOUS CONDITIONS 
STOCKS. 

Thé stock market must be a 
puzzle to the person of ordinary 
knowledge of investments. A year 
ago, when experts knew that almost 
every one of these stocks was selling 
at an inflated value, at least fifty per 
cent. of which was water or even as 
thin a substance as hot air, there was 
moderately fair activity in the mar- 
ket, Fortunately, the buying was not 
participated in to any extent by thé 
general public. But making this al- 
jowance, it is certain that a large 
number of people. of considerable 
means speculated in these inflated 
securities. 

During the current year the shrink- 
age in the quoted values of these se- 
curities has amounted to billions and 
billions and then some more billions 
of dollars. The prices at which they are 
going begging today \are scarcely half 
those at which they were eagerly 
snapped up a.year ago. This, we 
Say, must be a puzzle to persons of 
merely average ‘information concern- 
ing stocks. : * 

The most puzzling fact is that the 
industries for which these securities 
Stand are all enjoying the same 
measure of prosperity at this time 
that they were a year ago. Railroads, 
mills and factories are all as busy, 
they were 
twelve months since. Their earning 
capacity has scarcely been curtailed. 
Their dividend-paying capacity has 
been somewhat reduced because of the 
advance in the cost of operating. 
This enhanced cost has been mostly 
in labor, and that would apply to 
every industry. Those using consid- 
erable amounts of raw material have 
to pay higher prices for much of this. 
But on nearly all of these stocks 
usual dividends ruling in flush times 
have been paid wiih the same prompt- 
ness as the striking of a clock. In- 
trinsically the stocks are worth as 
much today as they were a year ago. 
The shrinkage has been entirely spec- 
ulative. 

With an eye to the public welfare, 
when the inflated prices were pre- 
vailing, The Times took pains to re-

Mines must be worked, 
mils must be operated, finished) 
products must be turned out to meet 
the pressing demands of the time cond 
the country. While money has been 
so unusually close and dear, and 
while labor has been exacting such 


great activity prevailing in all our in- 
dustries it has been more or less dif- 
cult to obtain ordinary net revenues 
out of many of these enterprises. Money 
may be close still, but we think it is 
a temporary condition. The natura) 
increment of wealth in crops and 
mineral production is so great and the 
demand for our goods abroad is so 
active that there is no way to pre- 
ve a steady accumulation of our 
stock of money.

HE MONTGOLFIERS, BALLOONS, 
FLYING MACHINES. 

How many readers of The Times 
know that the United States of 
America and balloons of the most ele- 
mentary type are about of the same 
age?

hers, to the flight from St. Louis 
to the Atlantic Coast during is 
present week, a distance of nearly 
1000 miles, in a balloon measurably 
dirigible and capable of carrying a 
considerable weight. 


RIM UP STREET TREES. 


The street department appeals to 
property owners to trim trees along 


They were called balloons or 
flying machines when first invented. 
The first device of this kind was 
made by two brothers, Stephen and 
Joseph Montgolfier, paper makers at 
Annonay, France. Having observed 
the smoke floating in the atmosphere, 
they had taken small paper bags, 
which, placed in an inverted position, 
they had filled with smoke and caused 
to rise a few feet from the ground. 
From this hint, they constructed 
linen bag of about thirty feet diam- 
eter, open-mouthed, of course, and 
placing this over a fire of straw, filled 
it with heated air, which immediately 
caused it to rise, it attaining a height 
of a mile and a half, as estimated. 
This was on June 5, 1783. The air 
cooling in the high atmosphere, the 
bag fell a number of miles distant 
from the point of ascension, and the 
peasants in the neighborhood, terrified 
at first, exasperated afterward, in a 
rage tore the thing to pieces. 

The event made a great sensation 
all through Western Europe and im- 
mediately the performance had many 
imitators. A Mr. Charies, on August 
27 of the same year, constructed a bag 
of fine silk of rather larger dimen. 
sions, which was estimated to rise to 
a height of 3000 feet and fell fifteen 
miles away from the point of ascen- 
sion in Paris. November 21, still in 
the year 1783, Francois “Pilatre de 
Rozier constructed a similar balloon, 
or Montgolfier, as they were called in

By leaving the 
branches on the other three sides of 
the tree the shade is preserved and 
the appearance of the street is ren- 
dered very much more attractive than 
it would be if the limbs were all 
trimmed to the height of seven or 
eight feet. It is necessary to trim in- 
side of the trees up to quite seven and 
better, eight feet.
